Yesterday morning a most curious spectala 
was observed from Section four of the Seawall. 
About siazty of the ordinary black muchens, Ia- 
miliar toall whoever visit the harbor, and some 
seventeen seagulls engaged ina flerce battle.

A Resume of the Inside History of | 


the World’s Exposition.

qhe Real Causes for Troubles, Past and 
present—Who and What Barke, Richard- 
son and Mullen Are—A Foolish Outcry 
Against the Press—Managers Who Could 
Not Manage. 


special Correspondence cf the Post-Dispatch. 

New OrnLEans, La. February 11,—The painful 
gpisode at the Exposition gates to-day, wherein no 
iss than 500 exhibitors openly revolted avainst an 
gier of the management and forced ther way 
jo the gates, has already bad an effect on the 
puolic mind, with respect toa serious charge that 
pss been made against the Northern press. A 
geritable hue and cry was raised some weeks ago 
geainst certain newspapers in the North, because, 
gs it was alleged, they were ruining the Exposition 
by adverse comments, or still worse, by malignant 
nisrepresentation. The outcry was echoed by 
many well-meaning and intelligent persons here, 
who were perhaps too willing to believe a charge of 
guch a nature. and the result was, as was doubtless 

intended, that attewtion was diverted from all other 
possible causes of the disasters that have attended 
the course of the enterprise. 

The affair of to-day, however, seems to have es- 
tablished a conclusion which entirely exculpates 
the press, or ony other extrinsic agency, and fixes 
the blame where it belongs. That affair is conceded 
to be the outgrowth of the most stupenduous piece 
of folly on the part of the Exposition management 
itself, and it is now remembered that the present is 
only one of a long series of blunders that have been 
enacted during the brief administration of that de 


jectable body. 

Much has been said and written already about the 
three men who compose the bead and front of the 
Exposition management. but it is doubt- 
ful of their true characters and histories are gev- 
erally known. Believing that the investigation 
rte throw much Iight onthe rea) cause of the 
failure if the Exposition (which now seems to be 
assured), I have been at some pains to get ata 
quantity of interesting inside history that concerns 
wem, These three men are Ed. Richardson, 
turke and Samuel Mullen, respectively presideut, 
director-general and chief of installation. 

fo begin with, Burke, who is the most important 
ofthe taree and of vastly greater importance 10 
this connection than all his colleagues combined. 


BURKE 

was born in Kentucky, of Virginia parentage, and 
eran lifeon his own hook. at 13,ip the capacity 
ofatelegraph operator. He rose by rapid stages 
in the iroad service until, at the opening 
of the war he held the piace of a division, superin- 
wodent of a Texas raiiway. He served with some 
honor in the Confederate service, and, at the war's 
close, Was the youngest officer of his rank In 
elver army. is laurels were won not so much in 
the Held (for he was in the commissary depart- 
ment), as by a certain usefulness and readiness of 
resource in providing ways and means for his su- 
perior officers. The war left him amithout a penny, 
and he remained in that unbappy financial condi- 
ton until, some few years back, he married a 
neh widow lady of Galveston, Texas. Since that 
suspicious event, Burke has spent money with a 
lavish band upon the cherished object of ali his 
life—political preference, He is possessed 
of a certain dash, no mean talents, and an industry 
und capacity for work that isremarfabie. He has 
seen his ambition gra.ified to the extent of becom- 
ing the second man in the McEnery ring, which 
rules the State of Louisiana, Dut the present office 
is by far the most important he has held. Inci- 
dentally, and in furtherance of his schemes, he has 
spent great sums of mouey, much of it upon losing 
newspaper enterprises. The significant fact, how. 
ever, is his connection with and prominence in the 
state ring. The ring, as has been said, rujes the 
State; butithas not and does not deserve the in- 
dorsement of the best men of its own party. 
hence Burke has many enemies, and most of them 
are among this class. These men opposed the ap- 

ointment of Burke to his present position with a ve- 
hemence tnat would bave daunted a jess determined 
“Put Buoke in,” they said, in effect, “and 
you will make the tion acreature of ring 
polities; and that means disaster.” It is not diffi - 
cut to see to What extent this doleful prophecy has 
been fulfiied. 

Atan early stage of Burke's career it became his 
auty toaward the contracts for the Exposition 
buidings. ‘The largest of Chese’contracts, that for

support; they have antagonized the 


body of exhibitors and commissioners. and 
they bave broken faith in all,or nearly ail, their 
business connections. As a result they are forced 
to go to Congress with an appeal to Congress for 
more help, and, as to-<ddy's dispatches indicate, that 
appeal is doomed to refusal. If it is refused, there 
seems to be no prospect that the Exposition can last 
after the Mardi Gras season now commencing. 
The Mardi Gras attendance, put at its highest, can- 
not suffice for the great financial needs of the con- 
cern; cannot, indeed, pay a quarter of the debits 
alreaiy accumulated. Moreover, as soon as it 
is definitely known that Congress has refused the 
new loan, there are contractors here who will en- 
force their ciaims to the last point of the law, which 
simply means ap impossible barrierto further 
business. 

One good purpose the Exposition has served: It 
bas brought together the larzest and finest dispiay 
of the naturai resources of the States that was erer 
seen. This coilécion, it is probable, will be taken 
bodily to the American Exhibition in London in 
1886, where it will fulfil a glorious work for al! the 
country. . M,

Never Speak as They Pass By.

Roscoe Conkling and Attorney Choate on 
Roller Skates—Ex-Mayor Edson’s Sentence 
—~Rollin M. Squire—New York Letter. 


Special Correapondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, February 12.—There is a great deal 
of excitement among local politicians over the 
decision of Judge Freedman on Tuesday, finding ex- 
Mayor Edson guilty of contempt of court and 
sentencing him to fifteen days’ imprisonment in 


Ludlow Street Jail and to pay afineof $250. The | 


decision was a painful surprise, not only to Edson 


and the aldermen who were his accessories 
in the crime, but to the’ general pub- 
lie. Although. Mayor Edson's action 


in appointing a Commissioner of Public Works in 
defiance of Judge Beach's injunction on the dast day 
of his term caused a sensation at the time and was 
severely criticized by the press of both parties, the 
matter had almost passed out of the public mind in 
the pressure of other exciting events. But the se- 
quel proves that Edson’s enemies have not been 
idle. Theodore Roosevelt. the “young reformer,” 
who, as chairman of the New York delegation. 
bolted Blaine at the Republican National Conven- 
tion, went to Dakota fora month and then came 
back and heroically stumped the State for.. bis 
party's standard-bearer, seems to be the acfuiif~in- 
stizator of what promises to be a ve retty 
row. He, with Oscar S. Strauss, Henry A. Oakley 
and George Haven Putnam, were the complamants 
in the original suit in the Court of Common Pleas, 
in Which the injunction was obtained. Oakley is a 
cousin of young Roosevelt's and his former law 
partner. Putnamis the head of the weil-known 
eee firin of G. P. Putaam’s Sons, of which 
Roosevelt became a member a few months ago on 
investing $50,000 in the busimess. The persistency 
of Roosevelt in this matter will go far towards 
vindicating him from the charges of political weak- 
ness and inconsistency incurred by his course in the 
Presideutial campaign. His motives are apparent- 
ly a patriotic pride in his work in reforming the 
city government and an anxiety to prevent the 
nullification of the most important of his achieve- 
ments—iving the new mayor the power of ap- 
pointment independentiy of the aldermen, by any 
sharp trick or Clever aneuvermg of the outgoing 
city officials. 

Judge Freedman's decision is really a document 
of reimarxable force, and shows evidence of 


the most elaborate care and _ deliberation. 
It will certainly put the Hon. David 
Dudley Field, who, acting as Edson’s counsel, wrote 
an opinion justifytiag the Mayor's action, and who 
has tuken an appeal from the verdict on his client's 
behalf. Judge Freedman taxes up Mr. Field's 
points one by ove and overthrows them by invin- 
cible iaw and logic. The famous jurist will require 
aii his learaipz, jogic and eloquence to justify the 


position be has assumed. This spectac:e promises 
to be one of the most interesting features of the 
case, not only to the lawvers, but to a large portion 
of the public accustomed to swear by the eminent 
Geveva arbitrator and code-maker. 

Cards nave been issued by Cyrus W. Field, 
brother of the doge of the American bar, toa re- 
ception to-tnorrow evening at his spacious mansipn 
between the residence of Mr. Tildenand that of 
Mr. Joseph Pulitzer in Gramercy Park, in honor of 
David Dadiey’s uth birtuday. Most people will be 
surprised to bear that the creat lawyer is an octo- 
geparian. He seems to enjoy excelient health and 
is fu.ly as active aseither of bis hardly less famous 
brothers, Cyrus W., of the Atiantic Cable and the 
elevated railways, and Judge Stephen J. Fieid of 
the United States Supreme Court. Though the lat- 
ter was looked upon in California and in Kansas 
City as a possible Democratic candidate fur the 
Presidency, his New York brothers are believed to 
vote the epubdiican ticket. Neither is noted asa 
partisan, however, and if Judge Field had been 
nominated he would possibly bave had the support 
of Cyrus’ mitions and David Dudley's eio- 
quence. 

Though living so close torether, Cyrus Field and 
Samuei Tilden never speak as they passby. Yet 
once upona time they were bosom [friends —or as 
much so as may be inthe natures of speculative 


miuliouaires. It is less than five years ago that the 
pathetic estrangement occurred. Most peo- 
ple will reineniber how Sammy and 
Cyrus had made a little combination 


to bull elevated railway stocks, of which they heid 


about $5,000,000 between them. Cyrus sailed. 
for Europe before getting all of the stock he 
wanted, but left orders with his brokers to buy al! 
they could obtain below a certain figure. The 


steamer bearing -him o'er the briny deep had only 
passed oulside of Sandy Hook when the wily Sam- 
my, discovering this fact, and suspecting that Cy- 


rus meant to play him a trek by selling the stock 
iu London, begau quietiy to unioad. Field's brokers 
sustained the  pr.ce v their purchases 
for a while, and the Governor mauaged to 
get rid of his stock. at such figures 
that his profits on the transaction are 
estimated atacool milion of doliars.

BOUDINOT’S ASPIRATION. 


Cheap Newspaper Postage — Something 
About the Grant Presents. 
By Telegranvh to the Post-Dispatch. 

W AaSHINGTON, February 14.—Among the candi- 
dates for office that begin to come to the surface 
—and there are pienty of them—Col. Boudinot, the 
Cherokee Indian, who ts announced as a candidate 
for Indian Commissioner, Boudinot is a well-known 
character at the Capital. His strong, compact 
figure, long flowing hair, halting gait and bronzed 
face are familiarto every one accustomed to the 


scenes of the winter season, Every 
season he is here before the beginning of 
the session and seldom leaves here until 


the gavel has fallen and the session is at an end. He 
is recognized asa persistent and valued friend to 
his race, not tothe Cherokees alone, but to the 
lndian race generally. 

“He is the best posted man in the country on In- 
dian affairs,” said a gentieman who had known him 
intimately fora long time. *He has made the sub- 
ject a careful and ciose study al) his life. No man 
could be found with such fitness for the place as he 


possesses. 

Boudinot is really an interesting character. He is 
much superior in point of ability and intelligence 
to any of the Indians, tame or wiid, that we are 
accustomed to seeing. He is thoroughly educated. 
a careful reader of history and current literature. a 
good conversationalist, and a amey fl and forcible 
writer. He was at one time, before being seat here 
in the interest of his Nation, the éditor of a daily 
paper in Arkansas, being the only Indian, so far as 
is known, to occupy such position for at least any 
considerable time. He was an officer in the Con- 
federate ariny in the late war, aod won a reputation 
as a fighter. He was a member of the 
Democratic State Committee of Arkansas, and at 
one time its chairman, and has now the 
indorsement of the members of the House and 
Senate from that State for the position. Boudinot, 
as his name indicates, has French blood in his veins. 
His father was of French stock, his mother a Cher- 
okee. Boudinot pere, a half century or more ago, 
went from New England to North Carolina, and 
there fell

maiden, and married her. He took her to New 
England and educated her, and there were born to 
them sundry children. of wnich the present can- 
didate for lndian Commissioner is one. Afier some 
vears in New England they drifted to the Cherokee 
Nation, removing to the Indian Territory with them, 
and in the tribal difficulties which followed Boudi- 
not lost his life. His son, however, proved worthy 
of his sire and of the mother, and has been a busy 
worker for the good of his race since. In: his _ per- 
sonal appearance he attracts especial attention by 
reason of his very long, very black bair, now 
somewhat streaked. with gray, which 
falis from beneath ai siouch hat over 
his shoulders. His dark face is smoothly shaven ex- 
cept as to the mustache, which is heavy and black, 
His dress does not differ from that worn by the

NEWSPAPER POSTAGE 

The report of Mr. Money of the House Committee 
on Post Offices and Post Roads, on the advisability of 
reducing the postage on newspaper matter one-half, 
is attracting a good deal of favorable attention. 
He shows that the change would not reduce the rev- 
enue of the Post Office Department at all. because the 
department under the present rates and arrance- 
ments only gets the “long baul” of.the newspapers, 
while those who are to go a short distanc. and on 
which the profit would made, are seut by ex- 
press. By the proposed change the department 
could handie all the newspaper matter, he thinks, 
and so the receipts would be rather increased than 
decreased. The newspapers have not.be argues, been 
able to increase their prices since the act was 
passed requiring advance payment of postage, and 


tne t is that the postage now comes 
out of the publishers being thus in the 
nature of a privilege’ tax paid by pub- 
lishers for the ivilege of continuing

Ali the depart ments of course have them,from one 
to fifty in a department, most of them having sub- 
exchange systems of tneir own, so that the heads 
may communicate with subordinates in another 
part of the building at will. Theo all the Cabinet 
officers have telephones at their homes, where they 
are thus accessible at all hours. There is also 
a telephonic connection with the White 
House, and it often occurs that the President com- 
municates thus with his Cabinet officers at their 
homes or desks on matters of importance. At the 
House and Senate end of the Capitol toere are tele- 
phones, and itis no uncommon thing tosee some 
member shouting orders through it to his driver to 
“bring up the carriage at once with new harness 
and bay horses.”
